In the Mailbag 



Editorial Comment 

It may be safely assumed that 
the judges of the Court of Quarter 
Sessions of Montgomery County 
are not awaiting with pleasurable 
anticipation the hearing three 
weeks from today on the Narberth 
merger case. Considerations which 
may well come to the judicial 
mind are that the movement is a 
child of the depression, that it has 
divided Narberth citizenry into 
two camps with the residents who 
are the more active in community 
affairs numbered for the most 
part in opposition to the plan, 
that the Lower Merion Township 
School District is prepared to 
make formal protest against the 
petition and that there are only 
two similar cases on record in 
Pennsylvania, both of which were 
rejected. 

# * * 

Narberth, which seems to thrive 
on controversies, may find another 
one resurrected with the arrival 
in the Borough of the much-de- 
bated cannon. The three and one- 
half ton held piece is now repos- 
ing on the Community Play- 
ground, albeit not in the spot 
which has been designated as its 
final resting plaee. A money rais- 
ing campaign will have to be suc- 
cessfully conducted before the 
cannon can come into its own in 
a memorial grouping at the north- 
west corner of the playground, 
along with the flagpole and monu- 
ment listing the borough's war 
veterans. Whether the necessary 
funds can be obtained may prove 
a test of public opinion regarding 
the suitability of the gun on the 
playground, a question which was 
answered in the negative last 
summer and fall by several resi- 
dents. Legionnaires, however, are 
confident that the public will view 
the ennnon as they do, as a symbol 
of national defense and of service 
and sacrifice. 

* * * 

A complaint was made about 
the injustice to the public as well 
as to lawyers resulting from the 
delay in publishing new State 
laws after each session of the 
Legislature at the midwinter meet- 
ing of the Pennsylvania Bar As- 
sociation at Norristown last week- 
end. It was stated that publica- 
tion of the official bound volume 
of new laws does not take place 
until six to ten months after the 
Legislature adjourns, which works 
a hardship since the laws become 
effective at once. Tn this connec- 
tion it is interesting to note the 
emphasis put upon speed of pub- 
lication of the new Pamphlet 
Laws, as they are called by 
"Capitol News," a clip sheet con- 
taining information about the var- 
ious department of the State 
government. An article in a re- 
cent issue on publication of the 
1935 Pamphlet Laws leads one to 
believe that all possible speed is 
used in making the new volumes 
of statutes available. One factor 
which undoubtedly makes for some 
of the delay criticized by the 
lawyers is explained in the follow- 
ing paragraph from the "Capitol 
News" story: 

"When the Legislature enacts a 
law it does not take the time to 
punctuate them.

Reflections on the Merger 
To the Editor of Our Town: 

It has been said before that this 
effort to wreck Narberth as a self- 
governing entity, on the score of al- 
leged economy, is one of those deplor- 
able things which an evil depression 
has brought in its wake, and certainly 
a review of the local spirit which used 
to be, compared with the parsimony of 
the ripper movement, would seem to 
afford ample grounds for the impres- 
sion. 

At any rate, there were no such 
nickel-nursing tendencies evident here- 
abouts in 1925, when the voters of 
the borough approved by an over- 
whelming majority a bond issue of 
$75,000 to provide improved streets 
for that portion of the town which 
did not have them. In the township 
and in Philadelphia there would have 
been no similar expenditures, as in 
both places the owners of the proper- 
ties improved would have had to pay 
the entire and total bill themselves. 
In the borough such owners (and they 
initiated the project) only had to pay 
30 per cent (15 per cent for each side 
of the street), leaving the community 
at large to pay 70 per cent, which, in 
this case, amounted to $75,000, about 
as nice an expression of neighborhood 
co-operation as the woods contain. 

Now, ten years later, we see a 
totally different viewpoint holding 
forth and the amazing (and dis- 
tressing) feature of it is that those 
who were so conspicuously befriended 
in 1925 are the most numerous on the 
merger petition, and wouldn't you say 
that this comes fairly close to biting 
the hand that feeds you? 

To get what one wanted at an un- 
earthly low price (because neighbors 
paid the major part of the bill), and 
then after getting it to attempt to shy 
away from the general commitment, 
is pretty poor sportsmanship, to say 
the least, and we are wondering 
whether these friends are fully aware 
of the unenviable position in which 
they are placing themselves when they 
try to bust up a situation from which 
they have derived such generous boun- 
ties? 

The thing to remember is that if we 
had not made these streets a general 
bill, nor provided ourselves with a fine 
playground of our own volition, we 
would not have a borough debt, and if 
we had no debt we would have no 
merger question nor anything so dis- 
creditable as this court contest for 
our existence. J. J. Cabrey.
